Accept Owners’ Challenge, but 
Governor Does Not Take Up 
Examination of Records. 

By Associated Press. 
HOUGHTON, Mich., Jan. 8.—Accept- 


ance of what union labor leaders re- 
garded as a chalenge, marked tne close 
of the hearing, which Gov. Woodbridge

He pointed out that the figures ac- 
Co.utcu tor more than 419,000 men, 
whereas both sides agreed that less 15,- 
000 were employed in the district when 
the trouble began, He added that the 
companies were willing to submit to an 
actual count of employes and would 
throw open their books as a course 
of information if the union would do 
the same. 

Claude O. Taylor, president of the 
Michigan State Federation of Labor, 
who was present as a_i spectator. 
promptly sald the unions would do the 
same thing. 

Gov. Ferris gave no indication wheth- 
er any such procedure would be adopted. 
It has been known, however, that he 
has investigators under James Cun- 
nningham, State Commissioner of Labor, 
and presumably these men have already 
gone into that phase of the situation. 
The company men combatted several of 
the assertions made by union repre- 
sentatives yesterday. 


Allan Rees, chief counsel for the Calu- 
met and Hecla, answering the point 
that officials of the union were forced 
to call the strike by insistence of the 
rank and file, said the constitution of 
the Western Federation provided that 
any strike proposition first must be con- 
sidered by the executive board of the 
federation before it is submitted to a 
referendum vote.- He said the compa- 
nies were not hostile to union labor, 
but that they would not deal with 
unions which preached class hatred.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—A literary court 
with G. K. Chesterton as Judge and 
G. Bernard Shaw as jury foreman, 
found John Jasper guilty of murder- 
ine Edwin Drood, thus clearing the 
mystery from Charles Dickens’ un- 
finished novel, “The Mystery of Ed- 
win Drood.” 

The gury rendered the 
verdict: 

“In the British spirit ef compro- 
mise adjudge the prisoner guilty 
of manslaughter.” 

A tider to the verdict left the 
prisoner to the Judge’s mercy, an 
threatened those daring to question 
the verdict with committal for con- 
tempt of court.

He Tells House Committee.

WASHINGTON, Jan.. §.—Explaining 
his judgment was not influenced by the 
Mexican situation, Major-General Wood, 
chief of staff of the army, has advised 
committees of Congress that it should 
appropriate $3,000,000 for field guns and 
ammunition for the regular army and 
$3,000,000 for the militia. 

“If you sent our troops into war as 
they are now, without guns or ammu- 
nition, it would be absolutely slaugh- 
ter,” the General told the House Mili- 
tary Committee. “If called into the 
fleld suddenly, we should have to go 
with a very small allowance of ammu- 
nition, even for the guns in the hands 
of the troops, and we should have 
neither guns or ammunition enough for 
our field artillery forces.” ap 

™ tio 

Sen “Wood, in. Pg Be me statement, 
said. 

“We have neither guns nor ammuni- 
tion sufficient to give any General com- 
manding an army in the field any as- 
surance of success if attacked by an 
army of equal size, which is supplied 
with its proper quota of field artil- 
lery. 

“Tt is my belief that no modern war 
between first-class Powers will last one 
year and unless private manufacturers 
are now encouraged to manufacture 
ammunition for our guns, after war is 
declared they will not be in a condition 
to do so until after the war is finished, 
and the supply of ammunition during 
the war will be limited to what the ar- 
senals can turn out. At present this is 
about 1600 rounds a day, running three 
shifts, and this ammunition under or- 
dinary battle conditions, would be fired 
by eight guns in one day of battle. If 
guns are not supplied on the battlefield 
with the ammunition which they can 
be reasonably expected to use, they are 
not efficient, and when guns have ex- 
hausted the ammunition supplied they 
are worse than junk, for they must be 
protected by other troops. 

“The War Department believes after 
extended study that in case of war with 
a first-class Power, an army of 600,000 
men will be needed to give this country 
any chance of success against invasion 
and that this force will be needed at 
once. To make it efficient, it must be 
given its proper quota of field artillery. 
To do this, this artillery must be on 
hand, for it cannot be supplied after 
the war is started. A municipality might 
as well talk about buying its fire hose 
after the conflagration has started. <A 
fire department without its proper 
equipment is worthless, irrespective of 
the number of men-it has, and so would 
your armies be unless you provide in 
peace the material which will make 
them effective in war.” 


Urges Army of 75,000. 
The comaral suaeenten that the United 


States regular mobile army should be 
organized in three infantry and two cav- 
alry divisions with an aggregate war 
strength of about 75,0000, requiring 6&4 
batteries or 216 guns. 

With the co-operation of the State 
Governors, the militia, he said, now 
could be organized into twelve infantry 
and five auxiliary divisions with an ag- 
gregate war strength of 292,000 men, 
needing 174 batteries of 69 guns. Th« 
aggregate of the two forces thus would 
be 367,000 men, or approximately two 
field armies short of the force of 500,00) 
men. These two field armies will re- 
quire 168 guns apiece, or 36 guns. The 
United States garrisons abroad have 62 
guns. Noting that the militia has in its 
hands about 34 per cent of the guns it 
should have the general added, “to. sum- 
marize, for the regular army and vol- 
unteers we would need 596 guns and fo: 
the militia 696 guns.” 

Gen. Wood said the total appropria- 
tiong up te Oct. 1 last by the House 
Military and Appropriation Committee 
provide for only 245,08 rounds of ammu- 
nition for the field guns, all of which 
ammunition will not be manufactured 
until June 80 next. 


Apparel Not Needed.

showing the shortage of both guns and 
ammunition. 

He said he did not care so much 
whether Congress gave the War De- 
partment the money for a reserve of 
hats, clothes and shoes, as they could 
be gotten at any time. 

“But,” he continued, “you cannot make 
a large quantity of field guns and am- 
munition without taking months or 
years to do it. We would be abso- 
lutely helpless if we did not have them. 
No country can go into the field today 
without a liberal supply of artillery 
unless it goes in to be licked. And we 
are as liable to have war as anybody 
else.” 

Referring to the United States being 
a rich country, he said: “If we are 
unprepared for war there would be 
more temptation to strike us, and if a 
nation makes up its mind te do so, it 
can strike us at any time.”

HELD IN DENVER 


John Ray Dew Is Accused of 
Obtaining Money’ There 
Under False Pretenses.

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 8&—Masquerad- 


ing as Adolpfus Busch III and dressed 
as a person of wealth, John Ray Dew, 
who said he was from Belleville, I11., 
Was arrested here by the police and 
charged with obtaining money under 
false pretenses.

Later Dew asserted that his bathins 
was J. C. Dew, general manager of all 
suburban lines operating out.of East 
St. Louis through Illinois, 

According to information obtained by 
the police, it is Delieygd. Miss Meyers 
is the daughter of S. Meyers, a 
director of the Los Angeles Trust C:. 
and of the Imperial Bank of Los An- 
geles. 


J. ©. Dew Has Son in Weaet. 

J. C. Dew, roadmaster of the East St. 
Louis & Subarban Railway, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, Thursday, that 
he had a son named John Dew some- 
where in the West, but did not think 
the young man under arrest was hia 
son. His son, he said, has no middle 
name. John Dew left St. Louis two 
months ago. He is 2 years old. 

The Belleville John Dew eloped to 
Springfield, Uil., Dec. 4, 1911, with Miss 
Mabel Allen of 3624 Juniata street, St. 
Louis. They separated a month later. 
Mrs. Dew sued for divorce Dec. 1, 
1912, alleging that Dew had been ar- 
rested three days after their mar- 
riage on the charge of: stealing a 
diamond ring.

C.W. MORSE SEEKS 


INQUIRY BY SENATE 
INTO HIS CONVICTION 


Former Banker Suggests Investi- 
gation to Borah, Who De- 
clines to Press Matter. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—Charles W. 


Morse, the former “Ice King,”’ is trying 
to launch an investigation by a congres- 
sional committee of all the circumstan- 
ces which led up to his conviction six 
years ago, for violation of the national 
banking laws. It is said he contem- 
plates suit for damages against prom- 
inent New York bankers and other per- 
sons connected with his trial and con- 
viction. 

Morse was in Washington Tuesday 
for a few hours. He had a talk with 
Senator Borah af Idaho and suggested 
to him the need for an investigation of 
his case by a Senate committee. The 
Idaho Senator refused to press the mai- 
ter. 

It was generally believed that Morse. 
who was pardoned by President Taft, 
was fatally stricken until the publica- 
tion of a story in the Post-Dispatch, 
from a correspondent on board the ship 
which bore Morse to Europe, in which 
it was said that he appeared to be on 
the road to robust health. 

Morse is said to hold that the princi- 
pal charge on which he was convicted. 
the making of false entries in the books 
of the National Bank of North Amer- 
ica, was a flimsy charge and that he 
cid nothing more than was done by 
scores of bankers in New York. He is 
understood now to charge that the offi- 
cers of the Comptroller of the Curren- 
cy here refused at the time of his trial 
to allow the jury to see the report of 
the National Bank Examiner who in- 
vestigated the Bank of North America, 
and indicates that this report would 
have clearly established the fact that 
he had done nothing unlawful.

CARNEGIE GIVES 
10,000,000 FOR 
SUUTTISA CHARITY 


Further Curtails Personal For- 
tune Instead of Calling Upon 
New York Corporation. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Andrew Carnegie 


recently reduced his fortune by $10,000,- 
000, it became known today, in making 
a gift of that amount to the Carnegie 
United Kingdom Trust in Dunfermline, 
Scotland. 

At a recent méeting of the trustees 
of this trust the fact was disclosed that 
Carnegie’s gift of $10,000,000 in bonds of 
the United States Steel Corporation, de- 
signed for the fund, had been registered 
in the name of the Carnegie Dunferm- 
line Trust, which is distributing Car- 
negie’s benefactions in his old home 
town. Steps were taken to have the 
bonds transferred to the United King- 
dom Trust. 

This means that Carnegie further cur- 
tailed his personal fortune to the ex- 
tent of $10,000,000, instead of calling 
upon the Carnegie Corporation of New 
York, in which he has set apart millions 
to supply benevolent funds. Carnegie 
last night said he felt the gift would 
be appreciated more if it came from his 
own pocket than frorh the New York 
corporation. 


DOCTOR PLANS DIET 
TO REFORM CRIMINALS 


Scientific Feeding of Prisoners 
Will Be Tried in Oakland 
(Cal.) Jail. 


OAKLAND, Cal., Jan. 8.—A scientific 
achedule of diet for prisoners in the 
city jail is being arranged by Dr. A. 
F. Gillihan, Health Director of Oak- 
land, in conjunction with Prof. Myer 
B®. Jaffa, professor of nutrition of the 
University of California, according to 
announcement today. 

‘Malnutrition is responsible for crim- 
inality in many cases, and by proper 
feeding of criminals their criminal ten- 
dencies may to some extent at least 
be removed,"’ say Dr. Gillihan.

HERE, EXPLAINS 
CURRENCY SYSTEM 


Senator Declares That Success 
or Failure of New Law De- 
pends on the Bankers. 


Senator James A. Reed, upon his ar- 
rival in St. Louis, Thursday morning, 


celebration at the Hamilton Hotel in 
the evening, declared. to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the new national 
currency system, although ‘based on 
sound principles, would, in his opinion, 
depend almost entirely upon the bank- 
ers ef the country for its success or 
failure. 

He said the new law, in simple terms, 
was a plan of practical banking by 
which commercial notes and paper of 


money stringencies and crises brought 


and that its success required only prac- 
tical banking operations under the 
close eye of the Government. 

Whatever objectionable features might 
be found in the plan, he said, would 
in time be eliminated. 

Explains Reserve System. 

‘To put the matter so the public may 
better understand it,’’ he continued, 
“when a money stringency comes 
along, so long as the banks are in fact 
solvent and have commercial paper of 
qualified class, they can exchange that 
paper for currency, which will replen- 
ish their funds, carry them past any 
crisis, check financial. pinches, relieve 
the stringency and restore the ‘normal 
business of the country. 

“This means that any bank desiring 
to obtain money for the accommodation 
of its customers, whose notes and com- 
mercial paper it holds, can apply to the 
reserve bank of a city for money in 
the shape of rediscounts or loans. If 
the city’s reserve bank has money, it 
can make.-the desired advance. If short 
of funds, it can secure from the Gov- 
ernment central reserve agent in the 
bank Federal reserve currency issued by 
the Government by simply depositing 
with the reserve agent the commercial 
paper found acceptable. The Federal 
reserve agent thereupon turns over to 
the reserve bank this curerncy, and it 
in turn can be loaned to the city re- 
serve bank, which must, of course, be 
a member of the reserve system. 

“In other words, if a Federal reserve 
bank wanted $10,000,000, It could go to 
a Federal reserve. arerit and sliiow him 


per cent, and take down $10,000,000- in 
reserve currency on $10,000,000. worth of 
gilt edge commercial paper. The bank 
would draw interest on its notes the 
same as before, but would have to pay 
the Government a small tax. Ttie re- 
serve money loaned under this plan 
would be repaid when the stringency 
was past and normal conditions were 
restored.” 

Regional Bank Locations, mee 

Senator Reed declared that New York 
City Was bound to have the. ‘largest 
regional bank because of the immense 
amount of capital and deposits in its 
banks. Fifty-two banks in New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis, the three most 
likely central reserve locations, he said, 
would show net deposits of $5,568,000,000, 
whereas 315 reserve city banks in 47 
cities would show only _ $1,946,000,000, 
while 6806 country banks would show 
$3,611,000,000. He declared the system 
might operate better if the banks of 
the great West were not so completely 
overshadowed. 

As to the location of regional banks, 
Senator Reed said it was up to the 
Federal Reserve Organization Com- 
mittee. 

Turning to another subject the Sen- 
ator declared that the taxing off of 
the four “‘after theater’ trains betwee” 
St Louis and Kansas City was mani- 
festly an implied agreement between 
the four roads. concerned, that such 
action was in his opinion a violation 
of the anti-trust law and a case for 
the Attorney General's rigid investiza- 
ticn.

NEW GOVERNOR ASKS AID

David I. Walsh of Massachusetts 
Urges Constitutional Conven- 
tion in Inaugural Address. 


BOSTON, Jan. 8.—Gov. David I. Walsh 
devoted the greater part of his inau- 
gural address to the Boston & Maine 
Railroad today. He said the road was 
in serious straits and needed help, not 
only from the Legislature, but also 
from its own stockholders.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Preliminary 
plans for the disposition by the so- 
called Telephone Trust of its $29,000,000 
worth of Western Union stock were 
under consideration today by G. C. 
Todd, assistant to Attorney-General 
McReynolds, in charge of prosecutions 
“under the Sherman anti-trust act. 

Todd listened yesterday to tentative 
proposals from H. C. Kingsbury, vice- 
* president of the American Telephone 
~ and Telegraph Co., relating to the dis- 
- posal to be made of the Western Union 
~stock. 

Although the present negotiations 
have not reached the stage where a 
“policy can be outlined, it is known that 
the -Attorney-General and Todd would 
- oppose a pro rata distribution of the 
. Western Union shares among stockhold- 
vere’ of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co, They take the position that 
this case is greatly different from that 
presented by the Union Pacific and the 
Baltimore & Ohio, and that there is no 
parallel to be found in the Union Pa- 
_ Cific’s plan to distribute the Baltimore & 
Ohio stock to its shareholders. The 
‘two railroads are not competitors for 
“business, the officials hold, while the 
two wire companies are. 

Although a final decision may not 
be reached. for many weeks, the 
Department of Justice probably will 
allow the American company as much 
time ag is necessary to dispose of the 
‘Western stock, without loss to its 
own stockholders.
